SCATTERED RAINS 


BRING RELIEF TO 
PARCHED ALABAMA 


AUBURN “The arouth which 
has held Alabama in its grip dur 
ing most of June has been broken 
by showers in many sections of 


Alabama, As the week ended} 


there were indications of more 
rains, although a general rain i: 
not officially foreeast. 

Crops have responded where 
rains have fallen, However, re 


P ; | 
ports veceived Saturday do not 


show rains have been adequate ex 
cept in scattered localities. Rains 
came late in the week after many 
sections had been dry for weeks 
and after six months of deficient 
rainfall, 

Records of the Montgomery sta 
tion show rain during June ha 
been local and light. A few locali 
ties received general rains, but the 
state as a whole is far behind the 
normal of 4.26 inches for the 
month, 

Six weather stations in the state 
reported rain during the week, but 
the total was far short of need 
A few localities in the state have 


recsived considerable rain, Tr 
May rainfall at Highland Home 
was three inches above normal, 


most of this falling within two 
days. 

While the pinch of the drouth 
is being felt throughout the state 
by nearly all crops, a drouth is not 
as serious at this season of the 
year as it would be in Jury and 
August when crops will vé turther 
advanced and require more moist- 
ure, In addition, the hot weather 
of the Summer will hasten the di 
appearance of moisture from the 
soil, 

As a general thing the cotton 
crop has made fair progress din 
ing the week. While visible growt! 
has not been as much as it would 
have been with wet soil and warm] 
weather, plants are establishing a 
good root system which will be} 
beneficial as the season advances. | 
The same is true of corn and oth- 
er crops. 

Practically all crops are free 
from grass and weeds. In the south 
portion of the state early cotton 
is blooming; in the north portion 
the crop has been chopped and cul- 
tivated and is ready for rapid 
rrowth following a good vain, 

Boll weevils are reported in the 
south half of the state, and even 
farther up. However, the dry and 
hot weather has helped to retard 
their development, On the other 
hand, there is assurance that the 
present boll weevil “crop” is ade-| 
quate for a numerous supply dur-| 
ine July, August and September} 
unless either natural, or artificial 


control measures are applied. 
Unless early corn receives rain 
soon, only a small yield can be ex- 


pected. Corn which was planted 
later and is small is not in imme- 
diate danger, although rain will 
stimulate growth. 

The dry weather has interfered 
with planting hay crops following 
small grains and elsewhere. Much 
of this land is too hard for Ua 
ing to plant soy beans, cow peas 
and other Summer crops for hay. 

Gardens generally have felt the 
pinch of the drouth because most 
Summer vegetables require plenty 
of moisture. Truck crops, too, have 
“burned up,” as many reports re 
vail, Pastures are dry and need 
ing rain. 

But the situation is not without 


bright spots. The condition of 
crops is such as to promise rapid 
improvement after a good rain, 
The dry weather has made cultiva 
tion easier, thereby reducing costs. 


A big crop of oats has been har- 
vested and a big crop of Winter 
legumes plowed into the soil, A 
good crop of fruit is being made. 
tardens have produced well to 
date and Summer gardens are he- 
ing made, In the meantime, far- 
mers continue to plant and culti- 
vate in hope that ample rains will 
come in time to produce a bount- 
eous harvest.

Poultry Cars Net 
Growers $260,000 


Alabama fowls were the main 
dish this Spring and early Sum- 
mer at 500,000 chicken dinners in 
New York and other Eastern cities, 
As a result 38,000 Alabama farm- 
ers jingled a little extra cash in 
their pockets, 

This is revealed by a report of 
J. B. Sylvest, manager of the pro- 
duce marketing department of the 
Alabama Farm Bureau. Sylvest 
says that farmers marketed coop- 
eratively this year 105 carloads of 
chickens. Most of them went to 
New York. The Alabama chickens, 
if they had been sent as one ship- 
ment, woull have supplied the 
great cities’ tables for only three 
days, he said, 

The fowls brought producers a 
little more than $260,000, the ma- 
jority of counties getting a share 
of the returns. This is an increase 
both in amount of poultry and in 
net returns over the 19380 figures. 
Nearly all of Alabama poultry sold 
in carlots is marketed through the 
Farm Bureau, according to Sylvest. 

His report reviews progress 
made in cooperative poultry mar- 
keting sinee its beginning in this 
State in 1928. The first year 48 
cars were sold by 15,000 farmers 
for $120,000; in 1929, 100 cars 
were sold by 86,000 farmers for 
$285,000; in 1980, 91 cars were 
sold by 84,000 farmers for 
$280,000. 

“The movement of a _ poultry 
car,” Sylvest said, “attracts much 
attention to shipping points. The 
farm people bring their fowls to 
the cars in trucks, wagons, auto- 
mobiles and buggies, some of them 
in wire coops, some in hamper bas- 
kets, with burlap sacks tied over 
the tops, and some in other types 
of containers. All offerings are re- 
ceived, whether large or small. 

“Schedules of cars are announc- 
ed in advance. Some of them are 
loaded at one station, while others 
may move to several stations, of- 
ten in two or three counties, be- 
fore the loading is completed. 

“Producers are paid cash imme- 
diately after the fowls are weigh- 
ed and loaded into cars. This meth- 
od has the advantage of giving 
both small and large shippers the 
actual market price for their poul- 
try without delay.” 

tunning of the cars, Sylvest 
continued, has greatly stimulated 
poultry production, adding a new 
source of cash. Local markets can 
consume only a small part of the 
birds produced in Alabama flocks, 
he said, 

Sales are made by the county 
farm bureaus through the State
